Not in all times of War, but only in a Voyage 
Royal, to which Efeufage is more properly ty- 
ed: And this muft not be determined by the 
King (who may be a Child, Sick, Incompofed) 
nor by his Adarfhal, or Conftable, but by the 
Courts of Fuftice, : 

Nor in a Voyage Royal, as long as the King 
may pléafe: But according to the Tenure, ufu- 
ally 40 Days for each Knights Fee: And it has 
been demurred in Law, when thofe 40 Days 
fhould begin. They-are Littletons own Words, 
and very Pregnant,as if he thoughé that byLaw, 
The King could bave no Hojt, or Mujter,but by Con~ 
Sent of the Commons : And be faysmy Author,was 
a like to know our Laws, as any Man living now. 

Nor is the King to Determine how the 
Knights fhould ferve him, whether in Perfon 
or not; for-this is by Law at the Tenants 
choice, And if the Knight, or his Proxy will 
not attend or ftay out his Time; yet cannoz 
the King proceed againft him, but in a Court of 
Fuftice, and not by Afartial Law :.

Obf. You fee I take no Notice of the Lyes 
they raife upon my felf; bat I muft not fuffer 
them to belie the Actions of our Anceftors, and 
the Good and Wholefome Laws of the Land. 
Magna Charta was. fo long before K. Fobn, 
that it was Ratifyed and Confirmed by_ his 
Great Grand-Father; and it is no more thana 
Sammary of the Rights of Engh/bmen befors 
they bad any Kings: And tho’ they call thisa 
Refifting Charter, Granted by King Jom, as if 
there was no other Charter of the fame Na- 
tare, that part of the Charter 1 there men- 
tion, allowing the People to rife up in Arms 
againft the King for the recovery of their Right, 
is no more than the neceflary confequence of 
all Gharters, had there been no Additions or 
Emendations to them. And do but compare 
witat I have there quoted of King Fobn’s Charter, 
with the clofe of Henry the ThirdsCharter, Anno 
Regni 42, and in the Archives of London, and 
you'll find it auch the fame, viz. Liceat omni- 
bus de Regno noftro contra nos infurgere, ad gra- 
vamen noftrum opem © operam dare, ac fi nobis 
in nullo tenerentur. All Men in our Realm may 
Lewfully vife up againft us, and annoy us with 
right and main, as if they were undev no Obligats- 
on tous» Which agrees with the Popi/h Coro- 
nation Oath. Quod /i Sacramentum meum vio- 
lavero (quod abfis) Incole bujus Regnum nullam 
nobis Obedientiam praftare tenebuntur. i.e, And 
in Cale I break my Oath (which God forbid)the In. 
babitants of this Realm (hall not be Bound to yield 
me any Obedience. 

All the Confirmations of our Charters from 
our Kings, are no more than Ratifications of 
the Liberties of the People, and what were 
their own, as is exprefled in the Charter, of 
Henry 1. who, as Odericus Vitalis,a Norman, fays, 
Anglis conce/i:t fub legibus perfeverare Patrys, He 


granted to the Englith that they might perfervere in 


the Laws of their Fathers. So that in Effed (as 
the Author of the Findication of Magna Charta 
fays, paz. 65) be granted Englifhmen to be Eng- 
lithiven, to enjoy the Laws they were Born to, and 
in which they were Bred; their Fathers Laws, and 
their Mother Tongue, AC would cal 
tis a Pig of their ownSow.
